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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose the claimed method and apparatus for folding pants, including: 
interposing separation members (230, figs, 3 and 8) between the first and second 
transport device (206, 208, fig. 8), the separation members disposed on opposite sides 
of a machine center line, the separation members disposed outward form the machine 
center line, positioning the leading side panels (134, fig. 3) on one side of the separation 
members and positioning the trailing side panels (34, fig. 3) on an opposite side of the 
separation members.
